It is meant that Christians are bound not to 
conform to the world in the three following 
things. I mention only these three, not be- 
cause there are not many other things in which 
conformity to the world is forbidden, but be- 
cause these three classes are all! that I have 
time to examine to-night, and further, because 
these three are peculiarly nece sary to be dis- 
cussed at the present time. The three things 
are three departinents of life, in which it is re- 
quired that you be notconformed to this world. 
They are 

Business—Fashion— Politics. 

In all these departments it is required that 
Christians should not do as the world do; they 
should neither receive the maxims nor adopt 
the principles, nor follow the practices of the 
world. 

I{l. [am to mention some reasons for the 
command. Be not conformed to this world. 

You are by no means to act on the same 
principles, nor from the same motives, nor pur- 
sue your object in the same manner that the 
world do, either in the pursuits of business, or of 
fashion, ur of politics. T[ shall examine these 
several departments separate. 

First. —Of Business. 

1. The first reason why you are not to be 


conformed to this world in business, is that the | 


principle of the world is that of supreme selfish- 
ness. ‘This is true universally, in the pursuit 
of business. The whole course of business in 
the world is governed and regulated by the 
maxims of supreme and unmixed selfishness. 
It is regulated without the least regard to the 
commands of God, or the glory of God, or the 
welfare of their fellow men. ‘The maxims o} 
business generally current among business 
men, and the habits and usages of business men, 
are all based upon supretife selfishness. Who 
dees not know, thatin making bargains, the 
business-men of the world consult their own in- 
terest, and seek theirown benefit, and not the 
benefit of those they deal with? 
er heard of a worldly man of business making 


bargains, and doing business for the benefit of | 


those he dealt with ? 
own benefit. And 
They are required to act on the very Opposite 
Principle to this ; * Let no man seek his own, 
but every man another’s wealth.” They are 
required to copy the example of Jesus Christ. 
Did he ever make bargains for his own advan- 
tage? And may hs followers adopt the prin- 
ciple of the world—a principle that contains in 
itthe seedsof hell? If Christians are to do 
this, is it not the most visionary thing on earth 
to suppose the world isever going to be convert- 
ed to the gospel? 

2. They are required not to conform tothe 
world, because conformity with the world is 
totally inconsistent with the love of God or man. 

The whole system recognizes only the love 
of selt. Go through all the ranks of business- 
men, from the man that sells candy on the side

From the Spirit of Missions. 
MISSION TO PERSIA. 

For the following abstract of the Rev. Mr. 
Southgaie’s Sermon in New York, we are in- 
debted to the Foreign Secretary. 

On Sunday evening the 27th of December, 
a sermon was preached in St. Paul’s Church, 
in this city, to a very crowded and attentive au- 
dience, by the Rev. Horatio Southgate, Jr. re- 
cently appointed to an exploring missionary 
agency to Persia, and the adjacent countries, 
on the subject of his mission. 

The design of this discourse was to exhibit 
the facilities which Divine Providence is open- 
ing for the conversion of Mohammedans. No 
countries, in the view of the preacher, present 
stronger cliims to Christian benevolence than 
those inhabited by the deluded adherents of 
the religion of the false prophet. In none has 
the moral condition of the 
less a subject of investigation, 


been obtained to encourage more extensive re- 
searches. 
human beings, in number not less than an hun. 
dred and fifty millions, are the professed disci- 
ples of the Koran. Little of systematic effort 
has ever been made in their behalf by Chris- 
tans. While the corruptions of the Romish 
church have been vigorously and successfully 
assailed, and Paganism has been attacked ata 
hundred points, a form of religious error which 
holds in bondage so many millions of our fel- 
low men, has scarcely received a single blow. 
The name of Henry Martyn is indeed still re- 
membered in Persia, with respect and aflec- 
tion ; but the value of his exertions has been 
ina great measure destroyed by the subsequent 
negiect of the inviting field of his labors. 

Much discouragemant has arisen from. the 
supposed inaccessibility of Mohammedans to 
Missionary influence. But on this point it was 
alleged there obtained exaggerated impressions 
of the impediments to Christian effort. ‘There 
were actually many circumstances highly fa- 
vorable to its success. Mohammedanism has 
become a kingdom divided against itself. It is 
rent into two great sects, the Shiites and the 
Sunnites. These are more hostile to each oth- 
er than either of them is to Christianity itself.

the subjects of persecution at the hands of the 
latter; and the effect has been to weaken their 
attachment to Mohammedanism, and to destroy 
that unity which was the cause of its early tri- 
umphs. Little or no effort is now made for 
its propagation, and in many places it has de- 
generated into a mere observance of external 
ceremonials and forms. 

The reception, by the Mohammedans, of a 
great part of the Bible as of equal authority 
with the Koran, was also considered by the 
preacher a ground of encouragement while in 
reference to Persia, ‘Turkey, Syria, and Egypt, 
respectively, there were circumsances in each, 
inviting the benevolent labors of Christian Mis- 
sionaries. 

The Persians are less bigoted than other 
Mohammedans. They are willing to discuss 
the claims of their prophet, and admit the au- 
thority of Scripture testimony. ‘To the doc- 
trines of their religion they seem to have but 
little attachment, and the religion of the people 
consists principally in the observance of exter- 
nal rites. Christians travel and reside in per- 
fect safety among them, and engage freely 
with them in religious disputations. Their hab 
it of free thinking is remarkable. The sect o/ 
Sufis consisting of many hundred thousand, are 
little more than Mohammedan in name. Many 
of their doctrines contradict the Koran. Their 
religion is, in effect, a kind of Pantheism, 
viewing all things as emanations or develope- 
ments ofdeity. They are increasing in num- 
bers, and have been threatened with persecu-

ORIGIN OF THE BAPTISTS.

One thing is certain—a mass of Baptisis, by way of reproach, by writers on 


the Baptismal Controversy, that the Baptists as 
a sect were unknown till the time of the Refor- 
mation, and that their first appearance was at 
the Munster affair, which originated trom them. 
This slander has Leen athousand times refuted, 
and asoit brought forward again, and reitera- 
ted wiih all the confidence of a well established 
truth, 

The Baptists feel no particular anxiety to 
trace their descent from ancient timese As long 
as they learn from the word of God and the tes- 
timony of ecclesiastical historians, that the apos- 

tles and the primuive church, rejected infant 
baptism and practised immersion only, they are 
content to sabide by their example, without 
‘seeking to sustain their cause by additional tes- 
timony. Yetit isa matter of sincere joy to 
those who seek to maintain the integrity of the 
sacred Scriptures, and to preserve the ordinan- 
ces of God in their primitive purity and sim- 
plicity, to know, that notwithstanding the pow- 
er of the beast, notwithstanding the trials and 
affliciions to which they were subjected from 
Popish cruelty and Popish fires, there has never 
been a period in which Baptists did not abound,

From Welsh historians we learn that down 
to the seventh century, adult baptism, and that 
only by immersion, was practised by the Welch 
churches. In 686, Austin, the Romish Monk, 
having induced many of the Saxons to submit 
tothe dogmas of the Papal church, sought to 
bring the Welsh Christians within the pale of 
the same power. With this view he appointed 
a time and place for conferring on the points of 
difference. Amongst other things which he 
wished them to adopt, in conformity with the 
practice of the church of Rome, was that of in- 
fant baptism, which had never been introduced 
into the Welch churches. They refused,his re- 
quest, and the consequence was, that he in- 
duced one of the Saxon kings to declare war 
against them, which ended in their subversion, 
and in the establishment of papal corruption in

But it is evident from various remarks in the 
Welsh Historians, that large numbers refused 
to conform to the usurpations of the papal 
church ; and in order to avoid persecution, they 
retired into the most secluded valleys and re- 
cesses of their mountainous * country. There, 
fur ages, they maintained the doctrines of the 
gospel and the ordinances of the church, in 
their primitive purity and simplicity. They 
met together in small companies and with as 
much secrecy as possible, and were always 
reudy to second any effurt to reform the Romish 
church, When Wickliffe commenced his op- 
position to papal usurpation, he was joined m a 
short time by many ofthese Welsh Christians. 
A large number of his followers were Bapiists 
jand itis pretty evident from the testimuny of 
'Romish Historians, that he was himself opposed 
\to infant baptism. 
| Amongst the Waldenses, the Albigenses, the 
-Paterines, Cathari, Wickliffites, Lollards, &c., 
in laly, France, England, Germany, Bohemia, 
and Poland, we invariably find Baptists, and 
‘that from the ninth to the sixteenth century.— 
'Many of those who suffered martyrdom in the 
eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth centuries, by 

their own confession aud the testimony of Po- 
pish writers, were strict Baptists, bets as regard- 
ed mode and subject. ‘ihey did not form sep- 
arate churches, but remained intermingled with 
the mass of dissenters from the church of Reme, 
who were held together by the tie of common 
danger. ‘These dissenters differed in doctrine 
and practice, to a considerable extent, but they 
differed still more widely from the Romish 
church, and they all held the fundamental 
truths of Christianity. Instead of the Baptists 
making their first appearance soon atter the 
commencement of the Lutheran Reformation, 
thousands of thei, centuries before that period, 
had sealed their testimony with their blood.— 
William Sawtre, a Baptist, had been burnt at 
ihe stake in England, more than one hundred 
years befure the commencement of Luther’s 
opposition to the dogmas of the papal church. 

In confirmation of these views we present two 
or three extracts from the Penny Cyclopedia, a 
new work published by the Society for the Dif. 
fusion of Useful Koowledge ; the chairman of 

this Suciety is the celevrated writer and states- 
‘man, Henry Brougham. Several Episcopal 
clergyman are on the Local Committee. As 
far as religious views are concerned it may be 
‘deemed Pedobaptist testimony. 
| The questiou of baptism was brought before differ- 
| ent councils, in the fitth century, whose decisions were 
given in favor of infant baptism. ‘lhe opposite opin- 
ions were anathefffatized; and those who held them 
incurred the penalties attached to heresy. ‘The bap- 
Usmal controversy is alladed to in the writing of sever- 
al of the fathers, some of whom did not scruple, in spite 
of edicts and decrees, to condemn the practice of bap. 
uizing infants, as a deviation from Scripture and the 
early custom of the church. The same view of the 
subject was very prevalent in the eastern provinces of 
the Roman Empire, whe:e it became so popular tha 
in the ninth century, when that powerful schism arose 
which led to the formation of the Greek Church, this 
was one of the articles in which an irreconcilable dif- 
ference of opinion prevailed between the new commu- 
nion and the old; the latter adhering to its established 
custom of sprink\ing infants in baptism, while the for. 
mer performed the ceremony by trine immersion. 

The schism which had occasioned such a defection 
from the Church of Rome did not remove the cause of 
covtroversy concerning baptisin; but, on the contrary, 
increased by the intolerant proceedings which were ta, 
ken against those who refused to be silenced. Driven 
from the bosom of their own communion, they took 
refuge in the churches of the Waldenses, in the vallies 
of Piedmont, and, at a later period, joined the disaffec, 
ted sects in Germany and Flanders, amongst whom 
they sowed the seeds of theirown doctrines. The zeal 
with which they labored to spread their opinions, only 
made them amore conspicuous inark for persecution. 
Imprisonment, exile, or death, was the fate of those 
who persisted in their.adherence to this heresy. All 
the terrors of the Church were invoked to extinguish 
the offensive tenet: but so rapid was its growth under

Being thus scatter- 
ed over that part of the continent in which the doctrines 
of the Reformation were agitatéd, they availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of gaining attention to their 
From this great epoch in the history of 
religious opinions may be dated a new era in the histo. 
ry of baptism. Upto this time the doctrine, though 
/so long and tenaciously maintained, appears not to 
| have bestowed any particular designation upon those 
| who held it' Their existence, asa distinct sect, com- 
|menced in Germany in the days of Luther, under the 
, name of Anabaptists, 
| Little is known of the Baptists in England before the 
| sixteenth century. Their name then appears among 
| the various sects who were struggling for civil and re- 
ligious freedom, Their opinions, at this early period, 
were sufficiently popular to attract the notice of the na- 
tional establishment, as is evident from the fact that, at 
aconvocation held in 1536, they were denounced as 
“detestable heresies utter'y tobe condemned.” Procla- 
mations followed to banish the Baptists from the king- 
dom ; their books were burnt, and several individuals 
suffered at the stake. ‘I he last person who was barnt 
in England for his religious opinions was a Uaptist, of 
the name of Edward Wightman, of Burton upon Trent; 
he was not, however, burnt as a Baptist, but for blasphe. 
my and heresy. E 

We do not hear of any congregation of Baptists in 
this country before 1607, At that time one was for. 
med by Mr. Smith, a clergyman of the Church of En- . 
gland, who, having embraced the leading tenet of 
denomination, resigned his living, and opened g place 
for public worship on the principles of the Baptists in 
the metropolis. This step encouraged others -o follow 
his exainple who had hitherto concealed or privately 
professed their opinions. bee forms of worship adopt.

| One of the most remarkable events in the 
history of modern diplomacy, was the English 
| Embassy to China, under the direction of Lord 
'Macariney. No effort was spared to make the 
undertaking the most imposing and the most 
successiul of the kind. In the appointment of 
the ambassador, and indeed of all the less con- 
spicuous Agents of the epterprise, the utmost 
deliberation was used. Many young genile- 
‘men of high rank and fortune solicited the 
honor of a place in the expedition. The Am. 
' bassador’s train alone must consist of one hun- 
‘dred persons. The presents designed for the 
Chinese Emperor, were splendid and costly ; 
they consisted of a complicated Orrery, a valu- 
able Telescope, beautiful Globes, some packa- 
ges of Pailosophical apparatus, several pieces 
vf brass orduance, a model of the largest Brit- 
ish Ship of war, specimen of British Manufac- 
tures of allkinds, and Paintings of scenes and 
persons in England, 

One of the largest ships of the East India 
Company was laden with the presents alone. 


_A whole squadron wos required forthe Embas- | 


sy. On landing in China, a train of ninety 
small wagons, forty handcarts, two hundred 
horses, and about three thousand men, was ne- 
cessary to transport the deputation. The real 
design of the Embassy was to open diplomatic 
intercourse between Great Britain and the Ce. 
lestial Empire. ‘The avowed object was to 


render suitable honors to the Emperor’s birth- | 


day. All Europe watched with interest the 
movements of this splendid embassy. 

Since Lord Macuartney’s embassage, which 
proved an entire failure, a much less imposing 
expedition has been sent from England to Chi- 

na. At the suggestion of a few triends of the 
Redeemer, a youthful Missionary repaired tu 
‘China.
